Reciprocity— Who is to Blame ior our 
Omission irom the Treaty. 

That we should hare been left out 
of tho oporatiou of the bill latoly in- 
troduced in tho Houso of .Represonta- 
tiTOB for tho ronewal of the treaty of 
rooiprooal trado between the States 
and Canada and tho British inarltiino 
provinces, iB another proof, if ono 
were wanting, of tho apathy with 
which our Governor regards tho vital 
iDterestBof the Colony ; nothing can 
oompensato us for any delay in Doing 
admitted to tho full benefit of tbe 
treaty; admission into the Dominion 
would not wholly effect a euro for the 
wrong to which this fresh specimen 
ot the neglect of our Government has 
exposed us. There can bo little doubt 
that no stops havo boon taken to ens 
euro us tho onjoymont ot tho privi- 
leges of the troaty immediately upon 
our admission into tho Confederacy. 
TV hose is the fault wo ask 1 HaB tho 
Governor of this Colony so entirely 
forgotten his duty to the poople, that 
he baa noglnotod to bring this matter 
to the notioo of tho Homo Govern- 
ment ; or oau it be that his influence 
has waned at tho Colonial (Moo ag it 
has in tho Colony? la the Dslie of 
Buckingham dissatisfied with the state 
of thing* here, with an extravagant 
establishment kopt up in the very 
'toetn* of express instruotidns, ana wTtft 
the reckless way in which tho Colonj' 
has boon exceeding its incomo for iho 
last two years, and has bo determined 
to visit tho sins of tho Governor apon 
tho peoplo of tho Colony ; it would 
hardly uoom reasonable that he should 
do bo, and yet if ho roally is disantis- 
fiod with tbe state of the Colony's 
finances, it is possible that he may 
hopo to coeroe the Government of the 
Colony through tho people. Tho Sec- 
retary of fState for tho Colonies has 
experience enough to be aware of tbe 
influence which looal interests can 
sometimes bring to bear upon their 
Governments, and it will hardly occur 
to him to conjecture that tho Gover- 
nor of British Columbia may treat the 
popular cloment of she Council as a 
useless incumbrance not intended to 
exert any influence; it is possible 
that his Graco may not bo foil..- aware 
of the Bmall punishment it would bo 
to tho Governor to have the wisbos oi 
tho peoplo, about which ha cares 
nothing himself, uttorly ignored in 
the Colonial Offioe. Wo cannot how- 
ever believe that tho fault really lios 
with the Imperial Govornmoat ; it 
is, we regrot to say, muoh more likoly 
that propor representations havo not 
Loon mado by our own Government, 
of tho advantages which would ac« 
cru« to us from boing included in any 



ed botwoon tho Governments of 
British North Amorica and tho 
Statos. It is manifestly tho duty 
"TSi ' , eV6rf~m\3ifioW-- , -'Df ' 6iVa 
tive Council to urgo tho necessity of 
prompt action in this matter. But 
we cannot conceive what tho Com' 
missioner of Customs has boon about, 
if ho haB neglected calling attention 
to the necessity for stops to be lau«m 
10 ensuro "Ouf'iO'uping" tne uenoSc of 
any such treaty. Tho tault must bo 
Bomowhoro — blame possibly ought to 
attach to moro than ono quarter, 
and tho official within whoso poculiar 
province this matter lies may havo 
partially diaohargod his duty in press- 
ing it into notice, if so, ho will fall far 
short of the mark if ho relax his ef'-t 
forts, ^until cur coal and lumbor oan 
enter into favorable competition at 
San Francisco, with inferior articles 
imported from otbor places. It is 
impossible that tho Commissioner of 
Customs can plead ignoranco of his 
duty ; how then can ho justify tho cul- 
pable neglect. So long as wo havo 
separate heads of departments for 
ovory branch of tho Government, 
who will not oondesoend to tho com-, 
mon drudgery of work, wo are surely 
justified in expecting that thoy will 
think. In mattors relating to the 
Customs, there ought to bo no hotter 
authority in tho Colony than .Mr Hum- 
ley, 'his oxporionco ought to have 
taught him much thai is netful. Are 
we then to supposo that ho haB bo 
little interest in tho welfare of the 
Colony that ho will neither trouble 
himself to work, think or suggest. 
Horo again are tho fruits of the Gov- 
ernor^ want of care lor tho place ; 
whilst he is apathotio all tbo officials 
will, wo supposo, remain listless. Wo 
can assure them, however, tbflt thoir 
inactivity will recoil upon thorn; tho 
evils of our system of Government 



have made many converts to the cause 
of Confederacy ; but tho conduct of 
tho Governor and the elothfolneBS of 
cortain heads of department* havo 
made ton times as many.

Apart, how* 
evor, from the great question of tbo 
day, there is our omiaBion from the 
Eociprooity treaty staring ub in tho 
faoe, and whilst wo aro enquiring who 
is to blame for tho omission, wo 
must not Iobo sight of tho fao f . that 
thero is still a possibility of something 
boiog done to remedy it. This is a 
matter upon which all parties must 
be agreed. We must have Recipro- 
city if it is withiu our yeach. It is 
hardly poesiblo, wlion HiB Excellency 
has forcod upon biB notioo tho prepar- 
ation of a Bill to aothoriso suoh a 
treaty, from which we aro positively 
excluded, that ho will negleot to tako 
prompt measures to reotily so far as 
possible the omission. 

The Meeting To-night. 

Tho Secretary of the Confederation 
League calls a mectiug for to»night, at 
Smith's Hall, where measures will bo 
taken for the purpose of having this sec*- 
tion of tho Colony represented at tho 
forthcoming Convention to bo held at 
Yule next week. The Convention will 
bo held about the time of tho holding of 
tho Agricultural Exhibition in that town. 
Our citizens should shew by their unani- 
mity of action, that the gross misgovern- 
raest sudor which <F3 labor, ought, and 
should at once, bo laid before the British 
i'arlnmient by urgent petitions from tho 
people of all sections of tho Colony 
VYts have "no doubt but' that our suggest-' 
ioua will ho willingly adopted.
